In  accordance  with  the  Memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  dated  January,  1920,  I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you 
my  Twelfth  Annual  Report  on  the  “  Natural  and  Social  Conditions  ” 
of  the  district,  together  with  the  “  Sanitary  circumstances  ”  of  the 
Borough  of  Worthing  and  the  Rural  District  of  East  Preston. 

The  Zymotic  and  Infantile  Mortality  rates  are  the  lowest  on 
record. 

The  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District. — This  part  of  the 
Report  includes  a  statement  prepared  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

Food.  —  Under  this  heading  will  be  found  the  annual  return 
made  by  the  County  Food  and  Drugs  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  Knott. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — Great  interest  has  been  taken 
in  this  department  of  the  work,  especially  at  the  Centre. 

The  Education  Report  shows  that  much  good  work  has  been 
done  especially  in  the  operative  work  on  tonsils  and  adenoids,  and 
X-rays  for  ringworm,  and  also  in  the  eye  and  dental  departments. 

The  Children’s  Care  Society  has  again  rendered  valuable  assist¬ 
ance  to  us  in  connection  with  the  Notification  of  Births  Act. 

The  progress  made  under  Sections  15  and  17  is  given  under 
Housing. 

Public  Health  (Measles  and  German  Measles)  Regulations  were 
rescinded  as  from  December  31st,  1919. 

I  again  have  to  thank  the  Sanitary  and  Education  Committees 
for  their  continued  interest  and  support,  and  also  my  colleagues, 
the  Sanitary  Staff,  the  Matron  and  Nurses  at  the  Hospital,  the 
Education  Officers  and  Teachers.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

POPULATION. 

The  estimated  population  of  Worthing  at  the  1911  Census  was 
30,305  and  I  estimate  the  population  at  the  middle  of  1919  as  31,000. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER 

OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WORTHING  is  situated  on  the  Coast  of  Sussex,  ten  miles  west 
of  Brighton,  and  55  miles  south  of  London,  in  lat.  50  49  N.  and 
long.  o°  22  W. 

SITE,  SOIL,  &c. 

The  town  is  of  a  level  nature,  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  South 
Downs.  These  hills  form  a  good  protection  from  the  North.  'The 

soil  is  of  loam. 

'The  town  is  essentially  residential  and  therefore  contains  many 
detached  and  semi-detached  houses  and  good  thoroughfares  well 
planted  with  trees. 

RECREATION  GROUNDS  AND  OPEN  SPACES. 

In  addition  to  the  long  stretch  of  Foreshore  (375  acres)  on  the 
south  of  the  town,  there  are  the  following  open  spaces,  comprising 
about  35^  acres  : — Broadwater  Green  (8|  acres)  in  the  Broadwater 
Ward,  Homefield  Park  (16  acres)  in  the  Selden  Ward,  Victoria 
Recreation  Ground  (8  acres)  in  the  Heene  Ward  and  the  Steyne 
Gardens,  Brighton  Road  (3  acres)  in  the  Selden  Ward.  There  is 
also  an  open  space  in  front  of  the  Public  Baths  in  the  Heene 

Ward  which  is  used  for  tennis  courts. 

There  is  a  large  number  of  Boarding  Schools  for  Boys  and  Git  Is. 
The  chief  industry  is  fruit  growing,  carried  on  in  glass-houses, 

of  which  there  are  about  35  miles. 

At  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
Worthing  was  an  Urban  Sanitary  District  with  a  population  of  8,096, 
the  area  then  being  5^4  acres,  and  for  parochial  purposes  v>as  within 
the  Parish  of  Broadwater  ;  an  extension  of  the  district  was  made 
in  1876,  when  200  acres  were  included  from  Broadwater;  in  1881 
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the  acreage  was  979;  a  further  extension  was  made  in  1890  (West 
Worthing  and  the  Rutal  part  of  Heene)  the  added  area  being  426 
acres,  making  a  total  of  1,405  acres;  the  town  was  then  incorporated 
and  divided  into  five  Wards,  the  population  being  16,606  at  the 
1891  census.  Further  extension  was  made  in  1902  and  the  urban 
portions  of  the  parishes  of  Broadwater  and  West  Tarring  were  added 
at  this  time,  656  acres  from  Broadwater  and  566  from  West  Tarring, 
making  a  total  area  of  2,637  acres,  exclusive  of  the  Foreshore.  The 
town  was  then  divided  into  seven  Wards,  viz.  :  Selden,  Central,  Park, 
Victoria,  Heene,  Broadwater  and  West  Tarring.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


POPULATION. 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  civil  population  at  the  middle 
of  1919  as  31,609  for  Birth  rate  and  30,345  for  Death  rate. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Registrar  General’s  letter 
giving  his  reasons  for  his  estimate  : — 

“The  numbers  of  births  and  deaths  are  those  registered  during 
the  calendar  year  and  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers, 
they  will  differ  therefore  from  uncorrected  figures  compiled  locally 
either  for  the  calendar  year  or  for  a  period  of  fifty-two  or  fifty-three 
weeks. 

“  The  c  death  rate  population  ’  excludes  all  non-civilian  males, 
whether  serving  at  home  or  abroad.  This  is  necessary  for  the 
purposes  of  local  death  rates  because  it  has  proved  impossible  to 
transfer  the  deaths  of  non-civilians  to  their  areas  of  residence  or  to 
deal  in  any  other  satisfactory  manner  with  the  local  mortality  of 
this  element  in  the  population.  These  estimates  are  based  mainly 
upon  the  rationing  returns  kindly  placed  at  the  Registrar  General’s 
disposal  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

“  The  ‘  birth  rate  (and  marriage  rate)  population  ’  on  the  other 
hand  is  intended  to  include  all  the  elements  of  the  population 
contributing  to  the  birth  and  marriage  rates.  It  consists  therefore 
of  the  death  rate  or  civilian  population  plus  all  non-civilians  enlisted 
from  this  country,  whether  serving  at  home  or  abroad.  This  non¬ 
civilian  element  has  been  distributed  over  all  the  districts  in  the 
country  in  proportion  to  their  estimated  civilian  population.”

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  1919  was  376, 
179  males  and  197  females. 

This  is  equivalent  to  a  birth-rate  of  i2'i  per  1,000  inhabitants. 
The  average  birth-rate  of  the  148  smaller  English  towns  was  187  per 
1,000.  This  is  one  of  the  lowest  birth  rates  recorded  for  Worthing. 

Of  the  births,  27  were  illegitimate  children,  forming  7  per  cent, 
of  total  births.  The  average  number  of  illegitimates  born  during 
the  last  five  years  is  26  6. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1919  belonging  to 
Worthing  was  478.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  death-rate  of  1 5 ' 1  per 
1,000  population.  When  this  is  Corrected  by  the  Standardizing 
Factor,  ‘8302,  as  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  it  is  equivalent  to  a 
local  death  rate  of  12  ‘5. 

ZYMOTIC  MORTALITY. 

There  were  4  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  undertaking  belongs  to  the  Corporation.  The  source 
is  from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  at  the  foot  of  the  Downs. 

It  is  an  ample  supply  and,  though  rather  hard,  of  exceptional 

purity,  as  shown  by  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses. 

* 

In  the  early  part  of  1918  a  further  supply  was  obtained,  particulars 
of  which  have  been  supplied  by  the  Borough  Engineer,  as  follows  : — 

A  12  in.  steel  tube  was  driven  in  the  chalk  13  ft.  from  the  bottom 
of  the  pilot  well  and  continued  to  the  ground  level.  A  bore  hole  was 
then  driven  through  this  tube  to  a  depth  of  371ft.  below  O. D.,  the 
ground  level  at  this  point  being  82  ft.  above  O.  D. 

From  this  source  a  greatly  increased  supply  has  been  obtained, 
connection  between  the  borehole  and  the  headings  being  made  by  a 
12  in.  junction  with  valve  worked  from  the  top  of  the  well. 

The  Council  has  recently  purchased  150  acres  of  land  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  Water  Works  for  the  protection  of  the  supply.

There  is  no  indication  of  sewage  pollution,  and  as  judged  by 
bacteriological  examination  the  water  is  of  excellent  quality. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  are  only  two  streams  in  the  district  worth  mentioning,  viz., 
the  River  Ditch  and  Teville  Stream. 

The  River  Ditch  is  the  main  stream  taking  the  natural  drainage 
of  the  district  to  the  sea;  this  drains  the  surface  immediately  south  of 
the  Downs.  The  Teville  Stream  joins  the  River  Ditch  on  its  course 
to  the  sea,  and  -takes  the  natural  drainage  from  the  surface  on  the 
north  side  of  the  ridge  running  parallel  with  the  Downs. 

Both  streams  are  under  the  Control  of  the  Worthing  Corporation 
as  Commissioners  under  the  1826  George  IV  Act. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

This  is  a  water-carriage  system  by  gravitation  to  the  sewage  works 
situated  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  Borough,  where  the  sewage  is 
screened  and  lifted  into  storage  tanks  from  which  the  sewage  discharges 
by  gravitation  into  the  sea  twice  each  day,  from  one  hour  after  high 
water. 

In  1915  additional  pumping  was  provided  at  a  cost  of  .£7,389. 
The  scheme  was  prepared  and  carried  out  by  the  Borough  Engineer. 

The  sewers  are  well  laid,  well  flushed  and  efficiently  ventilated  by 

air  shafts. 

The  system  of  house  drains  is  modern  and  intercepting  chambers 
are  provided.  Great  attention  is  paid  to  the  efficient  working  of  the 
whole  system. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  type  of  apparatus  mostly  in  use  is  the  short  hopper  flush  rim 
pan  for  most  houses,  pedestal  washdown  basins  being  used  in  the  best 
class  of  house.  Each  class  is  supplied  by  syphon  cisterns  giving  a 
flush  of  three  gallons  each. 


SCAVENGING. 

Movable  dustbins  are  used  at  each  house,  and  the  refuse  collected 
once  a  week  from  ordinary  dwellings  and  bi-weekly  from  the  hotels 
and  large  boarding  establishments. 

An  electric  motor  vehicle  has  been  purchased  to  take  the  place  of 
horse-drawn  vehicles. 

Most  of  the  refuse  is  burnt  at  the  Corporation  Refuse  Destructor, 
at  the  Sewage  Pumping  Station,  East  Worthing,  and  the  steam 
generated  by  the  burning  of  the  refuse  is  used  for  working  the  sewage 
pumps,  which  were  formerly  worked  by  gas  engines. 

There  are  very  few  privies  and  cesspools  in  the  district,  the 
majority  of  the  houses  being  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  of  the 
Borough.

Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  usual  systematic  inspection  of  the  two  Registered  Common 
Lodging  Houses,  five  Slaughterhouses,  thirty-three  Bakehouses,  eight 
Dairy  Farms,  thirty-four  Dairies  and  Milkshops  was  carried  out. 

On  the  application  for  the  transfer  of  the  licence  of  the  Volunteer 
Inn,  Market  Street,  which  was  carried  on  as  a  Common  Lodging 
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House,  in  connection  with  a  Public  House,  the  magistrates  made  a 
condition  of  the  licence  that  a  lodging  house  should  not  be  carried 
on  in  conjunction  with  a  public  house. 

This  leaves  one  Common  Lodging  House  on  the  Register,  which 
is  also  a  Licensed  House,  but  males  only  are  accommodated  in  the 
lodging  house  portion,  this  is  kept  clean  and  well  conducted. 

The  Slaughterhouses  were  found  to  be  generally  well  kept. 
One  complaint  was  received  as  to  the  noise  caused  by  animals  kept 
at  Little  High  Street  Slaughterhouse.  This  was  inquired  into  and 
steps  taken  to  minimise  the  noise,  since  which  no  further  complaint 
has  been  made. 

There  are  eight  registered  Cowkeepers  within  the  Borough,  their 
sheds  have  been  kept  in  satisfactory  condition  ;  they  are  situated  as 
follows  : — Selden  Ward  i,  Broadwater  Ward  2,  Heene  Ward  1,  West 
Tarring  Ward  4. 

MOSQUITOES. 

There  were  two  complaints.  The  worst  infected  places  were 
regularly  treated  and  every  facility  was  given  by  the  nurserymen  and 
private  owners  for  treating  their  tanks. 

COMPLAINTS. 

Thirty-seven  complaints  of  a  miscellaneous  nature  were  received, 
inquired  into,  and  dealt  with,  viz. :  Rubbish  deposited  on  allotments, 
animals  improperly  kept,  passages  dirty  and  drains  choked,  &c. 

DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS  ORDER,  1918. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  having  requested  me  to  act  as 
a  Receiver  under  their  scheme,  I  accepted  the  duty,  with  your 
Committee’s  sanction. 

At  various  times  during  the  year  arrangements  were  made  to  clear 
the  premises  in  Meadow  Road  of  rats  by  using  the  fire  hose  and  dogs. 
A  large  number  of  rats  were  destroyed  and  assistance  was  rendered  to 
owners  of  property  in  other  parts  of  the  town  to  rid  their  piemises  of 
these  vermin. 

UNDERGROUND  SLEEPING  ROOMS. 

The  Committee  instructed  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  submit  a 
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further  report  at  the  termination  of  the  War  as  to  the  186  houses 
having  basement  rooms  likely  to  be  used  as  sleeping  places. 

Very  little  was  done  under  the  bye-laws  to  date,  owing  to  the 
scarcity  of  houses  in  the  Borough. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT,  1911, 

AND 

RAG  FLOCK  REGULATION,  1912. 

Enquiries  have  been  made  under  this  Act,  and  its  Regulations 
at  the  local  upholsterers’  premises  and  of  persons  engaged  in  making 
up  bedding,  and  it  was  found  that  Rag  Flock  is  not  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  bedding  in  the  Borough. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  Marine  Stores,  coming  under  the  Council’s  Order  of  1911, 
have  been  frequently  visited  and  found  to  be  carried  on  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  At  one,  in  the  Central  Ward,  the  owners  were 
urged  to  alter  their  premises,  so  as  to  facilitate  the  handling  of  the 
offensive  material  received  there. 

FISH  FRYERS. 

These  premises  were  more  extensively  used  during  1919  than  in 
1918,  owing  to  an  increased  supply  of  fish.  Those  in  use  have  been 
carried  on  satisfactorily. 

HOUSE  TO  HOUSE  INSPECTION. 

The  annexed  Table  shows  the  Sanitary  Inspections  and  House 
to  House  Inspections  carried  out  during  the  year. 

DISINFECTION. 

This  is  carried  out  after  notified  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
including  Consumption,  and  in  other  cases  after  payment  of  prescribed 
fees.  These  fees  were  increased  during  the  year  owing  to  the 
additional  cost  of  labour  and  materials. 

The  fees  received  by  the  Council  for  disinfection  after  non- 
notifiable  diseases  amounted  to  ^22  13s.  nd. 

The  total  cost  of  disinfectants,  appliances,  &c.,  was  ^89  7s.  iod.

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SANITARY  SURVEYS. 

Under  the  Council’s  regulations  there  were  27  houses  examined 
and  reported  on  during  the  year. 

The  fees  received  by  the  Council  for  this  work  amounted  to 
1  os.  6d. 

The  fees  for  this  class  of  work  were  also  increased  during  the  year 
on  account  of  the  additional  cost  of  labour  and  materials.

THE  SHOPS  ACT,  1912. 

The  Shops  Act  came  into  operation  on  May  1st,  1912,  and  is 
administered  by  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

The  Register,  which  is  kept  by  the  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  W.  King,  at 
the  Public  Health  Office,  Gloucester  Lodge,  contains  739  shops,  which 
are  classified  according  to  trades. 

The  Act  has  proved  of  great  benefit  to  the  Shop  Assistants,  and 
the  various  Orders  which  the  Town  Council  has  made  have  reduced 
the  complex  working  of  the  Act  and  made  it  more  welcome  to 
Shopkeepers,  who  have,  on  the  whole,  honestly  conformed  to  their 
obligations. 

37  c;  shops  were  visited  during  the  year  with  a  view  of  ascertaining 
if  the  provisions  of  the  Act  were  being  carried  out,  and  the  following 
minor  breaches  of  the  Act  were  found  : — 

At  28  shops  the  occupiers  had  failed  to  keep  affixed  the  prescribed 
form  of  Notice  as  to  Assistants’  Weekly  Half  Holiday,  and  at  three 
shops  the  seating  accommodation  for  females  was  insufficient. 
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One  breach  of  the  Act  was  the  case  of  a  female  Shop  Assistant 
not  receiving  the  Weekly  Half  Holiday  and  proper  intervals  for 
meals,  the  employer  also  failing  to  keep  affixed  on  the  premises  the 
prescribed  form  of  Notice  as  to  Assistants’  Weekly  Half  Holiday. 
The  Committee  decided  to  prosecute  in  this  case  and  three  summonses 
were  issued  under  Section  i  of  the  Shops  Act.  The  employer,  in  a 
written  communication,  pleaded  ignorance  of  the  Act,  expressed  his 
regret,  promised  to  pay  all  costs  of  the  proceedings  and  to  comply 
with  all  provisions  of  the  Act  in  future.  Consequently,  on  the 
application  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  the  Magistrates,  the  summonses 
were  withdrawn.

FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  normal  quantity  of  milk  consumed  in  the  Borough  is  about 
1,500  gallons  per  day,  four-fifths  of  which  is  brought  in  from  farms 
within  a  ten  mile  radius  of  the  town. 

The  cowsheds  within  the  Borough  are,  on  the  whole,  well 
constructed,  and  the  milk  is  produced  under  wholesome  conditions. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order  of  1885  and  Article 
II  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order  of  1899  are  in  force 
and  the  conditions  well  observed. 

The  majority  of  the  milkshops  are  of  first-class  character,  with 
modern  plant  for  cleansing  purposes. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  arranges  from  time  to  time  for 
an  examination  of  all  the  dairy  cows  within  the  Borough  by  their 
Veterinary  Inspector,  in  order  to  eliminate  tuberculous  milk.

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SCARLET  FEVER. 

Of  the  53  cases  notified,  42  were  removed  to  Swandean  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  all  recovered. 

The  greater  number  of  the  cases  occurred  during  April,  July 
and  August,  and  nearly  all  the  persons  affected  were  under  15  years; 
four  were  between  1  and  5  years,  and  40  between  5  and  1 5  years. 

There  were  no  “  return  ”  cases. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Fifty  three  cases  were  notified,  48  of  which  were  treated  at 
Swandean.  The  greatest  number  of  cases  occurred  during  July, 
November  and  December,  and  the  majority  of  the  persons  affected 
were  under  15  years,  six  were  between  1  and  5  years,  and  36 
were  between  5  and  15  years. 

There  were  no  “  return  cases. 

Of  the  53  cases  two  were  fatal  from  Cardiac  paralysis. 

Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  Order  of  the  Local  Gover?wient  Board. 

Under  this  Order  a  supply  of  Anti-Toxin  has  been  kept  at  the 
Public  Health  Offices  for  distribution  to  Medical  Practitioners  for 
use  in  the  case  of  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  District.

NOTIFICATION. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  came  into 
force  August  3rd,  1890. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  came  into 
operation  on  July  4th,  1891. 
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The  Public  Health  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1912,  came  into 
force  on  February  1st,  1913. 

The  Public  Health  (Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  and  Acute  Poliomyelitis) 
Regulations  came  into  force  on  September  rst,  1912. 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis  in  Hospitals)  Regulations,  1911, 
came  into  force  on  May  1st,  i9ii,and  further  Regulations  ( Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis),  dated  November  15th,  1911,  requiring  the  General 
Notification  of  all  cases  from  January  1st,  1912. 

'The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912,  which  came 
into  force  on  February  1st,  1913,  require  notification  of  all  forms  of 

Tuberculosis. 

The  Worthing  Authorities  added  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  and  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  to  the  list  of  Notifiable  Diseases  under  the  Infectious 
Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  March  25th,  1912,  which  was 
followed  on  1st  September,  1912,  by  a  general  order  of  the  F.G.B. 
making  these  two  diseases  notifiable  throughout  the  country. 

The  Council  decided  on  September  2nd,  1913  (with  the  consent 
of  the  Local  Government  Board)  to  make  the  notification  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  compulsory,  to  take  effect  as  from  November 
1st,  since  this  date  the  Local  Government  Board  have  made  a  general 
Order  throughout  the  country  with  regard  to  the  notification  of  this 
disease,  which  came  into  force  on  1st  April,  1914. 

The  Public  Health  (Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysentery,  &c.) 
Regulations,  1919,  came  into  force  on  March  1st,  1919. 

The  Public  Health  (Acute  Encephalitis  Lethargica  and  Acute 
Polio-Encephalitis)  Regulations,  1918,  came  into  force  on  January 
1st,  1919. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL,  SWAN  DEAN.

»  children  under  5. 


An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  every  fortnight,  a  Mothers’  Welfare 
once  a  week  where  babies  and  children  under  5  are  weighed,  and  food 
sold — such  as  Glaxo,  Virol,  and  Lactagol,  and  milk  given  free  or  at  half- 
price,  and  at  the  same  time  a  consultation  is  given  to  mothers  by  the 
M.O.LL  Twice  a  week  a  Mothers’  Dental  Clinic  is  held,  where 
mothers  and  children  under  5  are  treated.  Arrangements  aie  made 
for  the  reception  of  mothers  (married  and  unmarried)  into  a  private 
maternity  home  in  the  town.  Since  June,  1919,  for  abnormal  or  severe 
confinements,  arrangements  are  made  to  send  them  to  the  Women  s 
Hospital  in  Brighton.  Arrangements  are  also  made  for  unmarried 
mothers  and  their  babies  to  enter  a  Hostel  at  Hove.  1  he  Childiens 
Care  Society  co-operates  with  us  in  visiting  children  from  over  1  year 
up  to  5  years  of  age  and  supplying  milk  in  necessitous  cases.

Epidemic  Diarrhoea  was  not  prevalent  and  no  deaths  took  place. 
Great  interest  is  taken  in  Infant  Welfare  work  and  it  is  very 
gratifying  to  note  the  gradual  reduction  of  Infantile  Mortality  during 
the  last  ten  years.  This  year  having  been  the  lowest  on  record,  viz.,  56 


per  1,000  births. 
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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Medical  Superintendent  of 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  Medical  Officer  to  the  Borough  Education 
Committee,  Superintendent  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  Borough 
Meteorologist. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  the  Housing  Inspector,  Inspector 
under  the  Petroleum  Acts  and  Inspector  under  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Acts.  He  inquires  into  cases  of  infectious  disease 
superintends  their  removal  to  hospital  and  the  disinfection  of  premises 
and  clothing.  He  undertakes  the  testing  of  drains  and  sanitary 
fittings  of  private  houses  for  private  persons,  the  fees  for  which  are 
paid  to  the  Council.  He  enquires  into  all  complaints  and  carries  out 
the  duties  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Acts,  assisted  by 
Mr.  King. 

The  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  Meteorological  Registrar, 
the  Council’s  Shops’  Inspector,  and  assists  the  Inspector  in  all  matters 
connected  with  his  office. 

A  School  Nurse  and  a  Health  Visitor  are  employed  by  the 
Council.  Miss  E.  Bailey,  the  School  Nurse,  devotes  all  her  time  to 
the  duties  in  connection  with  the  Medical  Inspection  of  School 
Children,  School  Clinic,  Eye  and  Dental  Clinics,  assists  at  X-ray 
treatment  and  at  operations  for  tonsils  and  adenoids,  also  at  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

Mrs.  K.  Tupman,  the  Health  Visitor,  assists  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Officer  at  the  Worthing  Hospital,  attends  at  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  assists  the  School  Nurse  at 
the  Clinics. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  it  was  necessary,  owing  to  the  increasing 
work,  to  advise  the  Council  to  appoint  a  third  Nurse  to  assist  generally, 
and  Miss  Belchem,  who  assisted  for  some  time  during  1919,  was 
permanently  appointed  in  January,  1920.

The  Clerk,  Mr.  C.  A.  Buxton,  carries  out  the  general  clerical 
duties  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  also  acts  as  assistant  to 
the  Meteorological  Observer. 

One  handy  man  is  responsible  for  the  destruction  of  mosquitoes 
and  gives  general  assistance  in  connection  with  the  Department. 

The  second  handy  man  assists  in  the  removal  of  cases  to 
hospital,  the  disinfection  of  premises  and  clothing,  and  the  testing  of 
house  drains  and  fittings,  also  general  labouring  work  in  connection 
with  the  Department. 


HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  Sic.,  ACTS. 

A  census  was  taken  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  where  the  rent 
does  not  exceed  ^24  per  annum,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  amount  of 
overcrowding  on  space,  due  to  the  shortage  of  houses,  and  where  there 
were  two  or  more  families.

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Sanitary  District  of 
East  Preston  was  97.  Of  these  19  were  in  Public  Institutions  receiving 
sick  persons  from  beyond  the  district,  viz.,  ten  at  North  View,  East 
Preston;  seven  at  the  Worthing  Isolation  Hospital,  Swandean  ;  and 
two  at  Midfield  Convalescent  Home,  Rustington. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  three,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  mortality  of  32  per  1,000  births;  of  the  three  infant 
deaths  registered,  one  was  illegitimate,  forming  33  per  cent,  of  the 
total  infant  deaths.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Tuberculosis  in  all  forms  is  now  compulsorily  notifiable  under  the 
1912  Regulations. 

There  were  12  persons  notified  under  Form  A  of  these  Regulations 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  viz.,  four  in  the  Worthing  Sub-District, 
four  in  the  Arundel  Sub-District,  and  four  in  the  Littlehampton  Sub- 
District. 

There  were  six  under  Form  C,  these  having  been  previously 
notified,  and  receiving  treatment  at  a  sanatorium. 

Also  five  under  Form  D,  one  of  which  was  in  connection  with  the 
Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  Institution,  Millfield,  Rustington. 

WATER  SUPPLY  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  Parishes  of  Warning  Camp,  Cross  Bush,  Burpham  and  a  part 
of  Poling  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Borough  of 
Arundel. 

Durrington  is  served  by  the  Worthing  Corporation  water  mains. 

The  remaining  parishes  derive  their  supply  chiefly  from  shallow 
wells,  but  in  many  cases  where  new  property  has  been  erected  bored 
wells  have  been  constructed. 

There  is  no  main  drainage  system  in  the  district.  The  mansions 
and  larger  class  of  houses  are  provided  with  water  closets  and  drainage 
systems  in  connection  with  cesspools.  A  number  of  cottages  have 
privies,  but  in  many  cases  earth  and  pail  closets  are  provided. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL.

In  the  case  of  the  Worthing  Sub-Registration  District,  which 
includes  the  parishes  of  Clapham,  Goring,  Ferring,  and  Durrington, 
and  in  which  Swandean  (the  Worthing  Corporation  Hospital)  is 
situated,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  that  Council  to  admit  to 
their  hospital  cases  of  Infectious  disease  from  this  sub-district. 

In  the  remaining  14  parishes  of  East  Preston  outbreaks  of  infec¬ 
tious  disease  take  their  natural  course.
